Race to Avoid War Taxes. 


Chicago, June 17. — Tea. importers of 


Chicago lost §40,000 in an exciting race 
against time and Uncle Sam's war taxes 
last night. A score of cars loaded with 
tea were stopped just across the border 
in Canada being unable to reach this 
country before midnight. 


Third Expedition Preparing 


San Fraucisoo, June 17.—It is now re- 


garded as certain that, the 11,000 soldiers 
at Camp Merritt with the 1500 artillery at 
Presidio will go to Manila. Every com- 
mand is now full. General Merritt says 
he will go with the third expedition him- 
self on the City of Para. 


Orders have been issued to have th« 


Ciry of Para ready to sail with the third 
Manila expedition on Jane 25. It may 
not sail however before July 1. 


Rpanltb Fleet Slgbted. 


Gibraltar, June 17.—The captain of * 


German steamer arrived this morning re- 
port* that he sighted the Spanish Cadiz 
fleet off Ceuta on the north coast of Africa 
opposite Gibraltar, last night going east-, 
erly. The fleet consisted of two battle- 
ships, four large cruisers and four tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. 


Transports Not Arrived. 


Off Santiago, Thursday 
noon—The 


transports with the American troops to 
reinforce Sampson have not yet arrived. 
They are expected Friday. The landing 
place has no', yet been decided but prob- 
ably will be west of Santiago. 


Hew Frenen. Premier, 


Paris, Jane 17.—President Fanre hai in- 


vited M. Ribot as premier to form a new 
cabinet. 


Rowdyism of Soldiers. 


Tampa, June 17.—The newly elected 


mayor has consulted -with General Cop- 
pinger regarding the disorderly con- 
duct of the soldiers here. 
General Cop- 


plnger promised to arrest and punish 
soldiers disobeying the law. To further 
assure the local authorities, he has or- 
dered two details of men of 10 each 
to be on duty at all hours in the first and 
fourth wards. 
He stands prepared to 


^crease this detail should it be insuf- 
ficient. 


Horses Run Amuck. 


Tampa, June 17.—At 10 o'clock last 


night 3000 horses and mules broke from 
their corrals and stampeded through the 
camps of General Carpenter's brigade. 
The panic among the men was terrible. 
Officers tried to get the companies Into 
line, but the army of wild horsas made 
that impossible. Many men began 
shooting at the excited animals, but that 
only excited them more. The horses 
seemed to be attracted by the tents, and 
rushed through the brigade of three 
regiments and then back again, taking 
a different course each time. They de- 
stroyed many tents, kitchen and camp 
paraphernalia. It is not known What 
started the animals on the wild rush. 
Taps had just sounded in all the camps 
and bands had played their good nights. 
The men were hardly asleep when a loud 
cracking like the tiring of Catling gun» 
startled them. It was the breaking of 
the corral fence, a high wooden affair.

ANOTHER FIERCE BATTLE. 


Incnrgnnt* Defeat Spaniards at Manila 


Capturing 300O Prisoner*. 


New York, June 17—A special dispatch 


from Hong Kong says that the most 
severe and important battle since that of 
Dewey, has occurred at Manila. One 
thousand insurgents attacked 2000 Span- 
iards, inflicting heavy losses and almost 
forcing an entrance to the city. The in- 
surgents and Dewey's sailors and marines 
completely surrounded Manila. 
The 


foreign residents fled to ships. 


Governor General Augusti reported 


that he was willing to surrender to the 
Americans in order to prevent the insur- 
gents from capturing the capitol and set- 
ting flre to it and killing the Spaniards. 
The archbishop, however, was unwilling 
and overruled August!. The success of 
the insurgents was wonderful. They have 
taken 3,000 Spaniards prisoners, including 
2,000 of the regular army and two gener- 
als. The city is now at the maroy of the 
American fleet. The insurgents captured 
the city'a water supply. 


It has been officially admitted that the 


Spanish troops have been 36 hours with- 
out food. 
The insurgents are gaining 


everywhere. They are now firing into 
Manila itself. 
Gunboats hare scoured 


the rivers for food, unsuccessfully. 


Insurgents today captured Las Pinai, 


Parangue, Tunglo Mali Bay and Pined, ail 
on the coast line. The Spaniards lost 90 
men killed and 7000 returned here unhurt. 
Insurgents are now tiring into Nalate. in 
the southern m sst quarter of Manila, and 
a mile and a h f from the canter of the 
place, containing the fort, magazine, tel- 
egraph office and club honag. 
. The insurgents are also in every out- 
lying quarter of Manila awaiting the sig- 
nal to advance. 


Popniists at Wait 


Omaha, June 17.— Yesterday the mid- 


dle-of-the-road Populists 
prosecuted 


their tight upon Senator Marion Butler, 
but without success. 
Through ex-Con- 


gressman Weiler, they made an overture 
in the afternoon to have the report of 
the credential committee barring- out 
Paul Vandervoort of Nebraska from 
the committee and seating the contes- 
tant from Iowa, favorable to the fu- 
Bionists, reconsidered, but they suffered 
defeat. 
Then a conference, between the 


middle-of-the-roaders anct the fusion- 
. ists was held. 
The result of tha con- 


ference was that an agreement was 
reached to the effect that no more fu- 
sionists' propositions should oeme from 
the Populist national committee; that 
the convention of 1900 .should be held 
early in the year independently of any 
other convention; that the different 
states were to be governed according to 
the interests of their own political wel- 
fare individually. 
Upon the demand 


of tha middle-of-the-road men. that 
Chairman Butler should resign, the con- 
ferees could not agree. 


Pnblic Official Accused. 


Fall River, June 17.— Thomas B. Stand- 


ing, superintendent of the Oak Grove 
cemetery, was served last night with a 
warrant containing 21 counts for al- 
lesod embezzlement and conversion of 
city property. He surrendered himself 
and was admitted to bail. 


This action 13 the outcome of a political 


warfare between himself and the com- 
mittee on burial grounds on account of 
his refusal to accept orders from mem- 
bers to dismiss laborers whom they did 
not recommend. U'nder the instructions 
of the city solicitor some of the commit- 
tee detected several alleged irregulari- 
ties and the arrest followad. The prose- 
cution claims tha defendant received 
sums of money for cemetery work per- 
formed at the city's expense and which 
he did not enter in the accounts, and that 
he sent grain to his private stable and 
charged it to city account.

MASSING FOB ATTACK. 


Spitnisb Soldier* Trying to surround. 


Our Soldier* at Gnnntanamo. 


Kingston, June 17.—The Spanish" gun- 


boats in the inner harbor at Guantana- 
mo have been at work carrying troops 
across the bay to surround our men. 
Fhis work was watched from Camp Mc- 
Calla by the American officers. 
It con- 


tinued all day- As soon as the Spanish 
joldiers were landed on the eastern 
Shore they vanished in the woods. 


There is little doubt these troops are 


being sent to a common rendezvouz 
for a concerted attack against our 
forces, either en masse or by night sur- 
prises. 
The defenses of the camp are 


being strengthened hourly. 
Lieutenant 


Cokmel Huntington evidently expects 
fighting at close quarters, for when a 
correspondent left his camp he was 
Sharpening his sword on a grindstone. 


The activity of the enemy led to sev- 


eral engagements during- the day in 
Guantanamo bay. 
Early in the morn- 


Ing a considerable number of Spanish 
Boldiers appeared on the western side of 
the harbor, and were about to be ferried 
across to the eastern side on the gun- 
boats that have been anchored in the 
inner harbor. 
This movement had been 


anticipated by Admiral Sampson, who 
Bent the Texas to join, the Marblehead 
and Snwanee at this point. When the 
Spaniards began the work of transfer- 
ring th«r men across the inner harbor 
the Texas, Marblehead and Suwanee 
steamed to the mouth of the inlet, and 
opened a lively fire with their heaviest 
grans at a range of 509 yards. 


The first shot flred by th« Texas was 


answered by the Spasiards in the fort, 
who put a shell between the Texas and 
the Marblehead. They then sent an- 
other shell across the bow of the Marble- 
head, narrowly missing the American. 
Four more Spanish shells struck the 
water near our warships during the 
next 15 minutes, but after that nothing- 
more was heard from the enemy's forts.

Mnuous report. 
The measured crash 


of the big 13-inch guns of the battleships 
Bounded above the rattle of the guns 
at' the secondary batteries like thunder- 
claps above the din of a hurricane. A 
ftrong land breeze off the shore carried 
the smoke of the ships seaward, while 
it let down a thick curtain from the 
SpMiish gunners. 
The dons responded 


spiritedly At first; but their frenzied, 
half-crazed fire could not match the cool 
Berve, trained eyes and skilled gunnery 
9f the American sailors. 
Our fire was 


much more effective than in the preced- 
'f\S bombardment. 


The admiral's ordnance expert had 


given explicit directions to reduce the 
powder charges and to elevate the guns, 
BO as to shorten the trajectory, and 
thus to ensure a. plunging- flre. As the 
shells in the preceding bombardment 
dropped with the almost straight tra- 
jectories of projectiles with full charges, 
it was almost impossible to plant fhem. 
They would shoot into the air, encircling 
the batteries, owing to the high eleva- 
tion, and fall far over the forts. 
The 


effect of the reduced charges was mar- 
velous. In 13 minutes one western bat- 
tery was completely wrecked. 
The 


Massachusetts tore a gaping hole in the 
emplacement with a 1000-pound pro- 
jectile, and the Texas dropped a shell 
Into the powder magazine. 
The ex- 


plosion wrought terrible havoc. 
The 


frame was lifted, the sides were blown 
out and a shower of debris flew in every 
direction. 
One timber, carried out of 


the side of the battery, went tumbling 
down the hill. 
The loss of life must 


have been great. 


The batteries on the east of Morro 


were harder to get at, but the New Or- 
leans crossed the bow of the New York 
to within 500 yards of shore, and played 
a tattoo with her long 8-inch rifle, strik- 
ing a gun squarely muzzle-on, lifting 
it off its trunnions and sending it in 
sweeping somersaults high in the air. 


Several times Admiral Sampson sig- 


nalled the ships temporarily to ease 
firing in order to allow the smoke to 
clear from the batteries. 
When the 


order came at 6:30 to cease, every gun of 
the enemy had been silencd for 10 min- 
utes; but as the ships drew off, some of 
the Spanish courage returned and a 
half dozen shots were fired spitefully at 
the Massachusetts and Oregon, falling 
In their wakes. 


At the close of the action a stream of 


multi-colored flags floated'from the New 
York, generally complimenting- the ships 
and especially commending the work of 
the Texas and New Orleans. The men 
on the New Orleans raised a cheer, 
which was passed quickly from ship to 
ship, until every jackey in the fleet was 
howling himself hoarse. 


The destruction and death at the 


western batteries must have been ap- 
palling. 
Many of the guns had been 


mounted during the past two days. 
Prom this it is inferred that Admiral 
Cervera has given up all hope of extri- 
cating himself from the trap in which 
he is caught, and had removed the 
guns from some of his snips to strength- 
en the land defenses. 


Admiral Sampson'is highly gratified 


with the result of the bombardment. 
He thinks the western batteries were 
practically demolished. As some of the 
Bung on the eastern batteries did not 
fire, he thinks it is possible they were 
only dummies. 
The only regret is that 


Lieutenant Hobson and his men, by 
their presence in Morro, made it sacred; 
otherwise it would now be a pile of 
ruins.

ANECDOTE OF A FLOWER. 


Centnq 
A Btisslan Nobleman Gave the 


Plant Its Name. 


About two centuries ago a Russian no- 


bleman traveling in Mexico saw and ad- 
mired the maguey plant, which is a native j 
of Mexico. 
| 


The plant was so much admired by the , 


Russian for its beauty and utility, that he 
was eager to have growing specimens in 
his own country. So when leaving Mexico 
he procured some roots to take home to 
the czar as a present. 


On his first visit to court, after he reach- 


ed the capital city, he told of the wonder- 
ful plant and as&ed permission of the czar 
to present to him the specimens which ha 
had. The czar graciously granted his re- 
quest and gave <i>he roots to the court gar- 
dener, who promised to give the plants his 
best attention, but unfortunately before i 
he could plant them properly as he intend-1 
ed, he was taken suddenly ill and died 
without having accomplished anything. 


Another gardener was appointed. In 


the meantime the roots Icy in the sack in 
which they were first placed- Tho now 
gardener, not knowing their value, threw 
the sack away, and it lay unheeded in a , 
corner of the garden day after day. Some 
time afterward his little daughter picked 
( 
up one of the roots and in a playful mood j 
planted it, but paid no further attention i 
to it. ''The czar had forgotten all about it. 
In course cf time the ruler died and also 
the second gardener. 


The plant in after years put out a few 


spikes for leaves, but did not thrive in the 
cold air of Russia. It grew very slowly 
and Its origin was not known to any one 
save the wife of the former gardener, and 
the child that planted it. 


Years passed, and still the strange plant, 


with its thick, long, straight leaves, now 
nearly 6 feet tall, did not bloom, but as it 
grew taller it attracted notice, and the 
new czar sometimes looked at it and won- 
dered if it would ever bloom. 


In time he, too, died, and still the ma- 


guey bloomed not. 


But just after tho coronation of anothei 


czar a stalk shot up from the root of the 
plant and rapidly grew to the height of 30 
feet.

cotta, weighing about 290 tons; 825,000 


I face brick, 1,500,000 common brick, 24,000 


I square feet of glass, weighing about 78,- 


i 660 pounds; about 30 miles of electric pip- 


ing to incase the electric wiring through- 
out the building and about ten miles of 
plumber and steam fitters' piping. There 
wero on an average 200 men working on 
this structure from the start until the fin- 
ish.—Philadelphia Inquirer. 


THEY RODE TO DEATH. 


Hax O'Bell's Story of <in Incident at the 


Battle of Worth. 


At 12 years of age I struck up a friend- 


ship with a young Pole named Gojeski, 
who was in the same class with me at 
school. We became inseparable chuma 
Year after year wo were promoted at the 
same time. We took our university de- 
grees the same day, entered the military 
school in the same year and received oui 
commissions in the same regiment. 


Short, fair and almost beardless, young 


Go;jeski was called "le petit lieutenant" 
by tho soldiers, who all idolized him. 


At the battle of Worth, Aug. 6, 1870, 


after holding our ground from 9 in tha 
morning till 5 in tho evening against 
masses of German troops exactly six times 
as numerous as our own, wo were ordered 
to charge the enemy so as to protect the 
tetreat of the balk of the army corps- A 
glance at the hill opposite convinced us 
that we had been conjrj»nded to go to cer- 
tain death. The colonel drew us up to 
battle lino, picked up a Prussian helmet 
with hia saber, held it up high in the nil 
and said to as, "Forward, boys, and re- 
member that a bullet in the back ia as 
painful as in the chest, and it doesn't look 
so nice I" 


Down tho hill we went like tho wind 


through a ehower of bullets and shells. 
Our colonel TOW the first to fall dead. 
Two minutes later about two-thirds of tha 
rearimcnt renohed tho top of the opposite 
hill. The rest wero on the ground. 
W« 


were Immediately engaged in a desperate 
hand to hand fight—a scene of hellish con- 
fusion. And there, amid the awful din 
of battle, I heard dear Gojeski's death cry 
as ho fell from his horeo a few yards from 
mo, and I saw a horrible gash on his fate 
young head. 
I fought like a madman, seeing nothing 


but that dear mutilated face before my 
eyes. I any "like a madman," for it wai 
not through courage and bravery. Ins 
melee you fight like a madman—like e

mouth meeting house on the Lord's day.'" 


The "White Arm" In Oreeb and Roman 


Mythology — Th* Swords of Ancient 
Ea-ypt—Bronze Kapler* of the Ancient 
Britons—The Famous Toledo Blades. 


> 


Many centuries ago, at the east of the 


garden of £<len, was placed a flaming 
•word, "which turned every way to keep 
the way of the tree of life," and through 
the years that have followed the sword has 
everywhere played a prominent part as a 
means of protection and defense. The 
''white arm,"asit has been styled, has 
reached far and wide over the face of the 
earth and has been a mighty power for 
good and eviL In the day^a of mythology 
it was consecrated to the gods and was the 
symbol of courage and liberty. The high- 
est oath was solemnized by kissing the 
sword htttr' and its touch still confers the 
order of knighthood. The degraded army 
officer has his sword taken from him, as 
the sullied hand no longer hastiie right to 
wield it, while the voluntary surrender of 
the weapon signifies submission. 
In the study of the history of the sword 


•we cannot go much farther back than to 
ancient Egypt, whence its manufacture 
and use were distributed throughout Pales- 
tine, Syria and Asia Minor and on to Per- 
eia and India, and so throughout the 
known world. 
It was in Egypt that the three shapes of 


the sword Wade originated, these being the 
Straight, the curved and the half curved. 
As the shapes became more settled and 
more symmetrical great attention was 
given to the adornment of the sword or, 
more especially, the hilt, and again in 
.Egypt were found swords blue in color, 
rwitb hilts of gold. A sword of the pha- 
xaohs had a pommel surmounted by a 
Tlawk's head, symbolical of the sun, while 


fpins and studs of gold ornamented the 
•handle. 


An eastern writer claims that in India 


the sword waa introduced by Brahms, and 
relates how the sword god appeared on the 
summit of one of the Himalayas, shaking 
the foundations of the earth and illumi- 
nating tha sky. The arm of this god was 
given by Brahma to the deity Shiva, and 
.from him it waa passed on to various parts 
of India, or BO the legend runs. Among 
the Moslems the highest title given to a 
warrior of renown is''the sword of Al- 
lan," and tho allegorical nse of tha word 
is found in many parts of the Bible, while 
Roman literature abounds in allusions to 
the sword. 


At Mycenae Dr. Sohliemann made very 


important discoveries of ancient swords, 
many of which were curiously carved and 
engraved. Upon the hilt of one of these 
disinterred weapons is carved the figure of 
a goat, while another has the shape of a 
lion cub. The Koman sword was of 
greater size than that of the Greeks, and 
in the days of the empire many of the 
sheaths were so covered with repousse 
work and incrusted with precious stones 
as to be veritable art treasures. 


In the Greek and Roman mythology are 


many wonderful and miraculous tales ol 
swords, as that of Perseus using the celes- 
tial weapon of Cronos to out off the Gor- 
gon's head. When leaving home, the fa- 
ther of The**sus charged the mother of the 
boy to keep Him by her side until he could 
move a certain stone of great weight. 
Years passed, and the boy grew stronger 
and stronger until he lifted the stone one 
clay and found beneath it a wonderful sword 
with a hilt of flae workmanship. Armed 
with this fabled .weapon he set out upon 
his journey through the world, slaying the 
Minotaur and working many miracles, 
while the sword remained a trusty friend 
throughout his adventurous life. 


The Homeric writings abound with 


spirited allusions to the sword, although 
it is probably tha-eword of Homer's own 
time that is described rather than the sw- 
tual weapon of the Trojan war. 


Among the ancient Britons two kinds 


of bronze swords were used, one the leal 
blade, the other resembling: the rapier. 
An old custom among these primitive peo- 
ple waa the placing of the food of a young 
child upon the blade of its father's sworfi 
while the mother conveyed it safely to tho 
child's mouth, praying at the same time 
that her son might die amid the clasliiof 
arms. 


Today in Spain, the manufacture of the 


sword is still nourishing, and the Toledo 
blado is noted throughout the world for 
its excellence. The great factory just out 
of Toledo employs 600 workmen, men and 
boys, and infinite pains are taken to per- 
fect the blade*. Each sword is well tested 
by being thrown against a shield, and if 
the point'does not turn a hair's breadth it 
is pronounced good and marked with the 
royal sign and the word "Artilleria," 
which tells its make to the connoisseur. 
Weeks, even months, are spent upon the 
designs for these blades and handles, 
which are perhaps used after completion 
in the bullfig'its of the Spanish holidays. 


In French history we read of the famous 


eword carried in battle by Joan of-Arc. 
Early in her short career the "voices" told 
her of an ancient sword which she would 
find at Fierbois, concealed behind tho altar 
of St. Catherine's church. The priests 
knew nothing of the weapon, but Joan 
sent officers to search for it, and it was dis- 
covered buried in the earth at the spot de- 
scribed. The sword when unearthed was 
rusty and without a sheath, but "the 
maid" would not have it sharpened, as she 
said she would never use it, but carry it 
as a weapon befitting her position. By 
some this ancient sword is said to have be- 
longed to Charlemagne. 


How closely woven about the sword is 


tho drama of "Tho Nibelungen Ringl" 
Hurled by the strong arm of Walso into 
the old ash tree, so that the hilt alone pro- 
jected, only Siegmund, his son, was pos- 
sessed of strength enough to draw it out 
again, "Nothing," he named tho sword 
and fought bravely with it in the" deadly 
combat with Hunding, in which his IMe 
ended. Broken and rusted, it comes intc 
the hands of Siegfried in the second part 
of the Wagnerian drama, and there is no 
scene in the Tetralogy more effective than 
that in which the hero forges anew th« 
famous weapon of his ancestors. Ho si&gi 
as he works, and the sword motive rune 
through the opera, an inseparable part of it. 


The poetry and romance of all countries 


of the old world are filled with allusions 
to the sword. The practice of arms and 
that of literature have always gone hand 
in hand. Sadi, the great Persian poet, 
wrote: 
Two persons, oh, conquering Wne, patroniie- 
Tbe man who *">» strength and the man whs

"He (William Harvey) was not tall, 


bnt of {he lowest stature, round faced, 
olivastfcr complexion; little eie, round, 
very black, full of spirit; his liaire was 
black as a raven, but quite white 20 
yeares before he dyed. I have heard him 
say, that after his boolre of the Circula- 
tion of the Blodt came-out, that he fell 
mightily in his practize, and that 'twas 
belecvod by the vulgar that he was 
crack-brained; and all the physitians 
were against his opinion, and anvyed 
him; many wrote against him. With 
much adoe at last, in about 20 or 80 
yeares time, it was received in all tho 
Universities in the world; and, as Mr.

The curious mosquito inusio thus gen- 


erated by the little drums serves almost 
beyond a doubt as a means of attracting 
male mosquitoes, for It is known that the 
long hairs on the antennas of the males 
vibrate sympathetically in unison with 
the notes of a tuning fork within the 
range of tho sounds emitted by the female. 
In other words, hair and drums just an- 
swer to one another. We may therefore 
reasonably conclude that the female sings 
in order to please and attract her wander- 
ing mate aud that the anteuns of tho 
male are organs of hearing which catch 
aud respond to the buzzing music she 
pours forth for her lover's ears. A whole 
swarm of gnats can be brought down, in- 
deed, by uttering the appropriate note of 
tho race. You can cull them somewhat 
yon can call male glowworms by showing 
a light which they mistake for the female 
—Strand Magazine.

A piece of string is then fast- 
ened to it, and it is placed in the road o< 
tho approaching monkeys.

The sulphur matches 
burned here are used on the west side.

sheets, separated from one another for 
••hree-quarters of their length like the teeth 
if a comb and joining in continuous wood 
vt the base. Such matches are broken off 
jne at a time for use. Matches of this sort 
ivere once familiar in this country, and a 
.'cw are still used here.—New York Sun.

NEW YORK, June 17.—[Speoial.l — It 


cannot bo said that the patriotism of New 
York is in any wise on the decline, but yet 
it is a fact that there has been some fall- 
ing oft of interest in tho war news. This 
is shown conclusively by tho decreased 
sales of the newspapers, especially of the 
afternoon extras, which have been thrown 
out almost hourly every day since hostili- 
ties began and by the. relatively email 
crowds before the bulletin boards. Both 
these phenomena aro explained by tho fact 
that no one now fears bombardment of 
this port. 


This being the case, it is not surprising 
that the engagement of Adrian C. Anson 
to manage the New York baseball team has 
caused a revival of interest hi the national 
game. It seems like the old days, when 
most persons thought the United States 
could never have another war, to hear the 
possibility of winning the pennant again 
discussed on the streets and tho ferryboats 
and in tho trains and cable cars. Whether 
baseball enthusiasts hero are in tho main 
pleased with New York taking up with 
Chicago's leavings is not clear. Probably 
not as yot. But should he win games 
there is no doubt that Anson will be ono 
of the most popular persons in this town. 
He has always had tho respect of the New 
York rooting crowd both on the bleach- 
eries and in the grand stand, and he did 
pretty well, everything considered, when 
he appeared on the boards of a New York 
theater as Mr. Adrian in Charley Hoyt's 
baseball drama, "The Runaway Colt." 
Should the New York's win the pennant 
under Anson's management, he will be a 
little tin idol among the New York cranks 
and no mistake. 


Powder Pneumatic Guns. 


The activity at the works of the Sims- 


Dudley Defense company, where the new 
type powder pneumatic guns are being 
turned out for the Cuban campaign, is in- 
tense and almost continuous just now, the 
works being run at their full capacity 20 
hours out of every 24, though it is highly 
probable that not one New Yorker in a 
thousand knows such guns are being made 
here at all. 
Judging from the reports of tho execu- 


tion done by weapons of this sort, though 
of an earlier type, in the hands of the Cu- 
bans, those lately and to be furnished to 
the United States are likely to be of great 
help in bringing the war to a speedy close. 
In a recent conversation with a member 
of the Sims-Dudley company I encountered 
great reticence as to the number of guns 
yet to be furnished, but it was freely ad- 
mitted that six had already been delivered 
and that they were all mounted on field 
carriages. They are capable of sending a 
13M pound cartridge 36 inches long and 
of 234 inches caliber from one to two 
miles, and, the workmanship of the guns 
being first class, it is expected that they 
can be used with great accuracy. Some of 
those now being made will probably be 
furnished on naval mounts for use on ship- 
board, though that was not admitted to 
me.- 


Ifobel'g Gelatin. 


The explosive charge employed In the 


cartridges of the Sims-Dudley gun is gen- 
erally supposed to he dynamite, but the 
supposition is erroneous. Dynamite is al- 
tog«ther too unstable a compound to be 
used in this way. In place of dynamite a 
mixture known as Nobel's gelatin, consist- 
ing of gun cotton, nitroglycerin and cam- 
phor, is used. This, while not so easily set 
off as dynamite by sudden shock, is perhaps 
a third more powerful, and the Merriam 
fuse, with* which the cartridges are fitted, 
is so perfect a contrivance that failure to 
explode at tbe proper time has never been 
. noted when tests were being made. About 
four pounds of the gelatin only is con- 
tained in each cartridge, the metal case, 
directing vane, etc., weighing the other 
8K pounds, but no one who has experi- 
mented with 
nitroglycerin explosives 


doubts the efficiency of a four pound 
charge. In fact, it is said that such a quan- 
tity of gelatin will do quite as much dam- 
age in explosion as an 60 pound bursting 
charge of powder, and that the only ad- 
vantage possessed by a powder gun is its 
greater range. But in time the new guns 
may have long range too. 
In fact, it is believed by the Sims-Dud- 


ley people that their gun may completely 
revolutionize artillery warfare, and there 
is a possibility that they are right. One

The new gun 
has one long barrel, beneath which is a 
compressor of half the barrel's length, and 
several of the working parts that were ex- 
posed in the old gun are completely shield- 
ed from view in the new. 


The Pilot* and the Boardipc Ladders. 
The pilots of this port are now engaged 
In a rather spirited fight for better board- 
Ing ladders, and the prospect seem exceed- 
ingly favorable to their winning the same. 
Victory in this matter will be well worth 
celebrating, since they have been strug- 
gling for better ladders these many years. 


To such of my readers as do not under- 


stand the term it may be explained that 
"boarding ladders" aro let down from in- 
coming vessels when pilots are to be taken 
kboard. In the nature of affairs the ladders 
must bo of rope, a&d the best of them aro 
unsteady things to clamber up, especially 
When lot down from a ship that ctands 40 
or 60 feet out of water. It would be dif- 
ficult enough for the ordinary man to 
climb such a ladder hanging from an im- 
movable scaffolding or platform on land 
when there Is no wind to make the rope 
unsteady. Suspended from a big ship roll- 
ing and pitching in the sea and to be 
mounted from a little boat bobbing about 
on the top of tho waves it la much worse. 


Yet the pilots would not complain if two 
precaution!! WPTO obwrvod. First, the lad- 
der should always be of sufficient length 
to make its grasping from the little boat 
not too difficult, and, second, it should bo 
furnished with wooden rungs some six or 
eight feet long at certain intervals to pre-i 
Tent its turning while the pilot is climb- 
Ing. These things have been asked with-, 
out effect for many years, but it now 
teems as if the shipowners wero about to 
heed tho point, whereat there is joy among 
the pilots.

Whatever ba their origin, it would 


seem that these solid bodies (meteorites) 
aro hurtling through space at velocities 
which may bo anything between 10 and 
40-miies a second.

If, on tho other hand, the mass of 
matter be'largo, its surface only will 
be aii'ecred by tha sudden heat gener- 
ated, and it inuy fall to the ground en- 
tiro or posribly explode and be scattered 
in fragments over a wide area.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

This defective staieof the vision, is often 
noticeable with healthy nnr] approximately 
well formed eyes, and he attributes the 
fault to town surroundings. 


Very few persons know what their chil- 


dren ought to be capable of seeing, al- 
though they will know very well how far 
a child of, say, 10 would be able to walk 
or run and what weight it might bo ex- 
pected to carry. 


The eyes of every child should be tested 


on entering upon school life, and if shown 
to be subnormal advice should at once be 
sought. 
The training of tho eyes was, in 


his opinion, quite as important as physical 
drill, to which so much time was already 
devoted, and lie would bo inclined to place 
excellence of vision among tho various 
physical qualifications which were habitu- 
ally tested by competition. 


A seeing contest might, at first seem 


strange, but it could not fail to be of bene- 
fit in diffusing a knowledge of what sight 
ought to bo, and it would bring a number 
of .eyes tinder systematic training, 1o the 
advantage of their owners ftlld to poster- 
ity.—Chambers' Journal.

PURE FOOD AND PLENTY OF IT FOR 


UNCLE SAM'S SOLDIERS. 


Operations of the Commissary Department 


ut Cliiclcuuuuza—OvurOue Hundred and 
Fifty Titouiacd Puuuds of Food a Djy 
for f i f t y Thousand Men.

CHICKAJIAUOA, Teuu., Juno 0.—The 


fading of 30,000 mt-u, a close approxi- 
mation to the number U.QW heroin camp, 
it is scarcely neccs.-ary to say, is a mat- 
ter of no ordinary difficulty. 
Tho sta- 


tistics of the food required for the sub-

sistenco of such a body of troops for 
one day would be apt to startle those 
whose notions of such matters are lim- 
ited by the requirements of a family. 


To support the army hero for a day 


it requires the following supplies: Hard 
bread, 50,000 pounds; potatoes, 50,000 
pounds; bacon, 87,000 pounds; beans, 
7,500 pounds; sugar, 7,500 pounds; 
coffee, 4,000 pounds (one pound makes 
one gallon of liquid); molasses, 1,000 
pounds; vinegar, 500 gallons; salt, 200 
pounds; black pepper, 125 pounds. 


To furnish this amount of food daily 


or even triple the quantity, as will 
probably bo necessary when the army 
is increased to its contemplated strength, 
is, however, not beyond the capacity of 
the commissary general's department. 
The quantity of food in the country is 
practically unlimited, and Brigadier 
General Eagan, head of the department, 
is doubtless fully prepared for any 
emergency. 


"When the troops first arrived here, 


and even since then, complaints were 
made by many of the character of the 
food and o£ the manner in which it wa.- 
served out. Under the circumctances 
there was necessarily a great deal ci 
ronfusic" and it took tome time to 
bring order cut of the prevailing chaos. 
Men frosh from their homes and from 
city boarding houses had to talio p 
r>; 


luck and to put up with a great man;- 
inconveniences to which they had not 
been accustomed 
The r.ir.jority accept- 


ed the situation cheerfully, but others, 
possibly chronic grumblers under any 
circumstances, complained. 


At first there was likely a. cause f j- 


fault finding in the way iu v;iii.;h tb. 
food was served, but as to its qualit'1 
there could be no valid reason for com 
plaint. There is no country in the world 
that provides better food for its soldicv- 
than the United States. So fur as pnril;~ 
and quality of articles of food are con 
cerned, Undo Sam's troops are much 
better off than even well to do civilians. 


Immediately after tbc arrival of t'.tt 


volunteers at the camp much of the 
cooking was done in a very rustic fash- 
ion. 
The frying pan was frequently 


called into requisition, and those 01 the 
men who knew anything of tlio art of 
preparing food found their service.1; in 
great demand. The scenes and inciili-at> 
attending mealtime were extremely ani- 
mated and amusing, and the men gen- 
erally seemed to enjoy heartily their al 
fresco repasts. Subsequently, however, 
the frying pail was discarded, and most 
of the cooking was done iu portable 
ovens. These, when not in use, are fold- 
ed up and inclose the culinary utensils. 
In camp the apparatus unfolds into a 
skeleton stove, on which may bo pre- 
pared at one time 200 pounds of meat, 
65 pounds of bread and 90 pounds^ 
vegetables and puddings. 


Li camp fresh, meat, fresh vegetables 


and fresh baked bread have been issued 
to the mea when practicable. When the 
troops go to Cuba, this will doubtless ba 
a feature of the food supply which will 
be extremely rare. They will probably 
then be restricted to emergency rations, 
which, according to the newly adopted 
regulations of the war department con- 
sists, for 1,000 men, of 625 pounds of 
bacon, 350 pounds of peameal, 125 
pounds of coffee and requisite amounts 
of salt, saccharin, pepper and tobacco. 
This ration for one day weighs 2,740 
pounds, or 567 pounds less than the or- 
dinary ration, art important considera- 
tion when soldiers are on the march and 
carrjiing their own provisions. 


But the volunteers in Chickamauga 


camp are not restricted to the regula- 
tion rations. 
If they desire luxuries, 


they cau procure them by purchase and 
r.t prices much lower than they were 
compelled to pay tor them at home. At 
the prime cost of the articles to tiie gov- 
ernment, the soldier who is flush of 
money and luxurious in his tastes can 
buy cigars, canned oysters, lobster, beef 
tongues, mushrooms, picked codfish, 
fruits, sweetmeats of various sorts and 
many other articles, which soldiers are 
usually compelled to dispense with. 


The army food supply is accumulated 


by the official purchasing agents of the 
department of subsistence. There are 
no regular contractors, and purchases 
are made wherever found to bo most 
convenient. Good quality is insisted 
upon, and as purchases are usually 
made in largo bulk and always for cash 
prices are- lower thiiu private buyers 
pay. The commissary general of sub- 
sistence does not deliver the food stores. 
He buys them and turns them over to 
the quartermaster's 
department for 


transportation to their destination.

Timefy Suggestions For 


Adding to the Com- 


fort of tfie Home, 


Xo family" whose house is supplied 


with a. large piazza need shed tears 
even if the summer resorts are for mili- 
tary or financial reasons out of the 
question with them this season. With 
the assistance of the professional fur- 
nisher, if they can afford his services, 
or with their own unaided skill an 
open air apartment may be fitted up 
that will be the gathering place of less 
fortunate friends an* the envy of ene- 
mies. 


Complete sets of porch fittings can 


be purchased from dealers in summer 
furniture. The sets are of bamboo or 
wickerwork and consist of a settee, a 
chair or two of luxurious appearance, a 
tiny tea table and a flower stand or two 
for palms or ferns. 


The chairs are made irtistic looking 


by the addition of gay cushions of tur- 
key red linen or of striped cretonne. 
O:d foot rests may be covered with 
bright cretonne if the new ones of bam- 
boo or wicker that come with the porch 
Turn-.ture are not bought. The floor of 
the piazza may be given a handsome 
appearance by the application of a floor 
polish or by simply painting it with 
dark paint and when the paint is dry 
going over it with a coat of varnish. 


For keeping out the hot sunshine 


Ions porch curtains of bamboo cost on- 
ly a dollar or two and add immensely 
to *he comfort, as instead of moving 
with the sun one simply lowers the cur- 
tain to secure a satisfying shade. 


Vines trained over the front of the 


piazza arc very nice, but in selecting 
the variety of vines It Is Just as well to 
consult some one of experience, as 
many vines are so infested by caterpil- 
lars and Insects that they an 1 not the 
family somatimes pre-empt use of the 
piazza. Plenty 01 Mne plants on stands 
add to the illusion of coolness when real 
frigidity is not to be had. 


A Br^'iil electr<c fan placed in a cor- 


ner behind a clump of palms will give 
a seashore or mountain tempciature on 
the warmest days. Such a fan can be 
bought for about $5 and is well worth 
twice the sun. 


I* elegance is a point in furnishing 


the porch, a large rug may be spread 
upon the floor. 
As the rain some- 


limes dashes In over the piazza in spite 
of tfce bamboo shades, nothing should 
b» plac#£ outside that rain can Iij any 
way injure. 


The most Important item In fixing up 


tRa nook is, of course, the haimuock. 
Never before have hammocks been so 
beautiful as this year. The plain ham- 
morks if Mexican grass are hard to (ret, 
as thty have almost rnttrely been dis- 
carded except by outing pariitt. A pret- 
ty hammock may be bojcht fur from $1 
to JS. All of them ha.v<» the broad pil- 
low, or spreader, attached to the ham- 
aiock, v, hl'h prcvrti !t flounlir.sf up at 


unexpected and inconvenient moments.

SOflE SAVORY 


SIDE DISHES, 


Ideas for small savory dishes for 


breakfast or luncheon are scarce, and 
a few suggestions in that line may not 
be amiss. A clever housekeeper never 
throws away scraps, especially those of 
ham, tongue, fish and dry cheese. All 
of them will come in for garnishing 
purposes, if not for anything else, and 
their presence in the larder suggests 
ways of using them. If hot dishes are 
liked, so much the better, as many 
things possessing little flavor of them- 
selves do extremely well as a founda- 
tion for relishes. 


The average family would appreciate 


curried shrimps for breakfast, and they 
are easy to prepare. Buy the shrimps 
ready picked and save loss of time and 
temper. Having obtained half a pint, 
chop a little onion and fry it in butter, 
adding a little curry powder. Then put 
in two tablespoonfuls of meat glaze or 
good gravy, some Worcester sauce to 
taste and just about a teaspoonful of 
chili vinegar. Bring the sauce to the 
boil and add the shrimps. Serve very 
hot with toast. 


A simple, inexpensive dish can soon 


be made with two nice bloaters, an 
ounce of butter and an egg, not forget- 
ting squares of toast for serving. Skin 
the bloaters and remove whole the roes, 
which should be soft ones. Then take 
away the flesh of the fish and pound it 
in a mortar with the beaten egg, the 
butter and a seasoning of cayenne and 
salt. If no mortar is at hand, a strong 
basin and the end of a rolling pin will 
do. When the mixture is quite smooth, 
put some on each bit of toast and lay 
a piece of the roe on the top. Bake for 
ten minutes in a moderate oven and 
serve while hot. 


Many preparations are suitable for 


relishes which are not expensive if used 
carefully. 
Some may be opened and 


used at intervals provided the preserv- 
ing fluid covers the contents. Olives, 
anchovies, lax caviare, pate de foie gras, 
all can be obtained from the stores in 
small tins and are just the thing for 
small additions to the breakfast table. 


In the country, where n&h is scarce 


and not easily obtainable, all kinds of 
tinned fish, especially sardines, herrings 
and salmon, may be used for cutlets, 
fish cakes or scallops. Aspic jelly or 
glaze is most 
convenient to have 


handy when savories are needed con- 
stantly. The latter can be bought by 
the pound from stores or cooked-pro- 
vision shops and will keep some time if 
put in a dry, cold place.

The 
oats will absorb the moisture out of the 
leather, and you will find your boots 
dry and soft to the feet instead of be- 
ing hard and wrinkled.

THE RUSH FOR U, S, BONDS, 


Blanks Received In This City Today 


and Immediately Taken. 


Much interest WAS excited in this city 


this morning by the arrival at the banks 
and the postoflioe of subscription blanks 
fur the govern men t war loan of $200,000,- 
000 in bond* bemnp 3 per cent. There was 
an immediate rush for them and the supply 
was run gut immediately, showing; the 
extreme willingness on the part of the 
people to toke the bonds. 


About half a dozen blanks were sent to 


each of the Adams national, "Berkshire 
national, and Hoosac savings banks, and 
a number to Postmaster Darby. 
They 


were accompanied with full directions, 
and notices announcing that they were to 
be had. Postmaster Darby placed the 
notioa in the office, and within an hour 
all his blanks had been taken. The banks 
disposed of theirs so promptly that the 
poatoffice was called on by i them, but 
fe*r could be secured. The Adams bank 
nas telegraphed to Boston, New York 
and Washington for more, but has re 
ceired one or two replies showing that 
the blanks were as hard to get in tbe big 
cities as here. The other banks were 
forced to send for more also. 


The terms of the applications, which 


are familiar to most, giro all the advan- 
tage to the small bidder, and it is esti- 
mated that tbe entire $200,000,000 will be 
taken in bonds of not over $1000, while 
most will be ofJoOO. Subscriptions will 
be reucu ed at par for a period of 32 days, 
the subscription being open from this 
date to o'clock p. n>, on the 14th [day 
of July, 1S98. The bonds will be issued in 
both coupon and registered form, the

PAYING THE WAR TAXES, 


How Local Consumers of Tea, Tobacco 


and Beer are Affected. 


Local consumers have already begun to 


feel the effects «f the war tuxes which 
went, into effect the first of this week, and 
will do so still more in tbe next few 
weeks. 
Moat of the new taxes go into 


effect July 1, but the taxes on tea, tobacco 
and beer and fermented liquor,aro already 
in force. 


Wholesale prices are the first to be af- 


fected, and these have gone np consider- 
ably. Tea has gone up 10 cents a pound, 
the amount of the extra tax. 
Tobacco 


bas already increased by six cents a pound, 
There Is a 60 cents raise on cigars per 
thousand, and cigarets are higher by 50 
cents per thousand. Beer has Increased 
about $1 a barrel. 


At retail, the increase on tea is already 


felt more or less, being a direct increase 
on a pound. In cigars, the dealers feel 
that they cannot increase the price, ex- 
cept by celling straight, with no reduction 
for three or six. 
The price by the box 


will also go up. 
The cigaret manu- 


facturers have givsn notice chat they will 
put up fewer in a box, probably six in- 
stead of 10, for the same price. The con- 
sumers of beer will notice the change 
soon in smaller glasses.
